The commit- 
tee in the afternoon of that day had inter- 
views with mier Fortis and Minister of 
Public Works Ferraris, in which they de- 
manded that the government withdraw the 
clauses in the new government railway bill 
dealing with the control of employés.

MONEY CHASE SPELLS DEATH 


Strennous Life Causes Great In- 
erease in Heart Disease. 

WORK AND rear TOO HARD. 
Appalling Statistics Collected by N ow 


New York, April . Inn the last 
three months the number of sudden deaths 


larger than in any similar pertod in the hie- 
tory of the city. 

In the last a correspond - 
ing increase has been noted. A large pro- 
portion of this increase may be traced di- 
rectly to heart affections and other diseases 


Kate of Increase Doubles. 

Dr. Henry P. Loomis says of the heart and 
allied diseases: 

“Increase, increase, nothing: but increase 
in the percentage of mortality year by year. 
In 1860 the death rate was only 13% per cent, 
and in 1904 27 per cent. I belleve the figures 
this year maintain this ratio of increase. 

There can be no question,“ continued Dr. 
Loomis, that the hurry-skurry of modern 
life in this city is responsible for this un- 
fortunate state of affairs. Life is lived too 


too hard. All this involves strain. Nervous 
strain in time involves heart or other organic 
trouble. Then the victim falls dead.” 

While the increase in the rate of sudden 
deaths began some eighteen months ago it 
was not until within the last month that 
special attention was directed to it. 

The authorities regarded it as merely a 
passing wave that would pass in good time, | 
and that the figures would regain the normal 
sooner or later, They did not regain the nor- 
mal; instead they increased month by month, 


Look Into Conditions. 

“In the last few months,” said Coroner's 
Physician Albert T. Weston, the matter 
was brought more closely to our attention 
through the fact that we were working 
morning and night on cases of sudden death. 
Then it was we began to look into condi- 
tions, and at last decided that the increase 
simply was the logical and natural result 
of present day life in this city. In 1906 
there were more than 3,000 cases of men 
falling dead or dying hardly less suddenly: 
from heart failure and such diseases. This 
is 500 more cages of the kind than were noted 
in any other year. In the months of Janu- 


ary, February, and March there were 1,700 | 


cases to which our attention was called, 
and this far exceeds the figures for a similar 
period of any previous year..

Fleet Must Be Manageable. 
Commander Fiske refers to another advan- 
tage which Togo has over Rojestvensky. 
‘This is the “manageability” of his fleet: This 
manageability includes signaling and quick- 
ness and unformity with which the ships 
turn together, and may be the deciding fac- 


tor in a battle. The way in which ships turn 


together in making changes of formaticn 


‘and direction is of importance, principally 


from the fact that during the interval in 
which any change of formation or direc- 


‘tion is being made, gunfire must be carried 


on at enormous disadvantage; and, in some 
cases, it must cease altogether until the 
evolution is completed. 

If ships can turn quickly, as ‘individuate: 
and are nearly alike las Togo’s are] they can 
be swung from column into line and thence 
into eschelon so quickly and precisely that 
they can be lined up in a new formation at 
once; and Commander Fiske says that such 


a fleet will have a tremendous advantage. 


over a fleet whose vessels are unlike [like 
Rojestvensky’s], because the ships cannot 
be gotten into proper positions after each 


‘evolution until after a considerable time has 


been spent in aligning and adjusting. 

The difference between two fleets in this 
regard, even if the average power of the 
ships be the same, will be the same as al- 
ways lies between order and disorder. N | 


Favors Bigger Battleships. 


Commander Fiske believes the United 
States should build battleships of 20,000 
tons; that such ships should be equipped with 
as heavy guns as can be made and handled 
well; that the guns should be placed in tur- 


i rets. and that they should be carried high. 


The battleships of Rojestvensky’s fleet 
carry out, these last two ideas, the heavy 
guns being installled in turrets and being 
well above the water line, which is not the 
case with the Japanese ships. 

Commander Fiske also advoonted specially 
designed flagships for the use of the com- 
mander in chief. Dewey stood absolutely un- 
protected in the best place from which to di- 
rect his fleet. The battles of Manila, Santiago, 
and Port Arthur show that flagships will be 
specially attacked. The Russian fleet et 
Port Arthur was demoralized after its flag- 


ship was disabled. 
The necessity is suggested also of making | 


a specially constructed flagship, large and 
fast, which will not ordinarily join in the 
battle, but be like a general in the rear of the 
fighting line. 

Commander Fiske regards scouting as one 
of the minor operations of naval warfare to- 
day as a result of the development of wire- 
less telegraphy. There is, too, an extraor- 
dinary obsoleteness in some of our ships, 
notably those propelled by sall alone, com- 
pleted so late as 1004, but our ships are 11200 
of their kind. 


History Full of Warnings. 


He asserts that our navy is administered 
by a policy which is the reverse of that in 
every other large organization inf the world.

INTERNATIONAL RAILWAY CONGRESS. 

The international railway congress, com- 
posed of delegates from every country in the 
world in Which there are railroads, will meet 
in Washington on May 2. The railway has 
become one of the most important factors in 
modern life. Its charges affect the price 
of everything we eat and wear. Everybody 
rides in its cars. All are concerned that its 
management and” operation shall be the 
wisest, most economical, andsafest possible. 
The general public as well as all the hun- 
dreds of thousands of persons direetly and 
indirectly connected with the business of 
railroad transporation will, therefore, fol- 
low the ptoceedings of the congress with no 
little interest. 

The main purpose of the congress is to 
investigate improvements in railway con- 
struction and operation, and to matters of 
this class its reports and discussions prin- 
cipally relate. Among the subjects to be 
considered at the approaching session are 


— 


couplers, automatic block system, electric 
traction, suburban traffic, slow freight rates, 
lighting, heating, and ventilation of cars, and 
financial ration by the state and in- 
terested localities in the development of 
secondary or branch lines. As the congress 
contains representatives not only of raſlroads 
run by private corporations but also of those 
owned and operated by governments, of 
which there are many in foreign countries, 


always vexing the people of the United 
States. 

Tie congress was organized at Brussels
